The animal should bn so 
trained that It will be taught not to fear 
bat to obey no that It (till be sensible and 
thoroughly trained. In conclusion Dr. 
Mills spoke of the proHt ID horse raising 
botb for those who were In the business 
for pleasure and those who were In It for 
money. 


ON FRUIT CULTURE, 


lliu second day of the Maeon County 


Farmers' Institute was even more largely 


ittenoYd than It was on the opening day. 
Hundreds of people gathered at the court 
house. The circuit court room, where 
the Fusions wtre held, was crowded this 
afternoon. Many of the olty people visited 
the place and examined the exhibits. The 
institute surpasses in point of attendanoa 
any former affair of the kind and IB a 
greater success than wag ever anticipated 
by the management.

rapid and vigorous growth will be all 
right for celery. It will be well for the 
beginner to remember that this plant doe* 
not flourish In hot, dry weather. 
Its 


great growth will bo made after the fa'l 
rains begin and tlie nights arc oool. This' 
will happen abont the let of October. 


"Blanching Is done by drawing the 


earth up to the rows. Take bold of the 
plant with the left hand in encli a way as 
to keep Ihe flirt from getting in the cen- 
ter, then with a bee pull the dirt around 
It. Be careful not to pile the dirt too 
high around the plant; leave several In- 
ches of the top of the plant uncovered. 
This will have to be repeated several 
times." Mr. Qastman then went on to 
explain of other methods of blanching the 
celery. In wintering celery he said it 
should be covered with a root of boards 
and filled in with straw or leaves, or by 
putting It in a trench. In concluding 
Mr. Gastman cautioned his bearers that 
more celery was »uined bv warmth than 
by freezing and that It wae a good Idea to 
have some ventilation. After his address 
Mr. Gastman was asked leveral questions 
in regard to the subject. 


Talk Given at the Institute by Mr. Cal- 


laway, an Illinois Fruit Grower. 


Mr. Callaway, a fruit grower and nur- 


sery man, gave un interesting talk on the 
subject of fruit growing. He showed a 
list of subjects and he talked on any sub- 
ject which was suggested by the audience. 
First the question of raspberry culture 
was taken up and the speaker tald how 
tho propagation nould be carried on by 
beginning with a tip 
After the cane has 


grown to the height cf about one foot the 
lateral bud Is taken off and the axle bnds 
begin to sprout. These grow ont long 
and the ends are plarted. From one of 
the tips about 40 plant* can be propagat- 
ed. August Is considered the best time to 
begin the propagation of the raspberry 
plants. Mr. Callaway also told how to 
propagate the red raspberry and also 
spoke of the oultuie of strawberries. He 
waa asked abont quince oultnre, but said 
that In this state qnlnces were not a suo- 
cesi, 


Tba address was connluded at noon and 


the morning cession of the Institute was 
adjourned.

"Someone has very truly said thatonr 


virtues may be overlooked, but our mis- 
takes are sure to attract attention. If 
my experienoe IB worth anything to you 
you are welcome to it. If it Is nob you 
can congratulate yourselves that It has cut 
cost you what It has me. We believe 
many things absolutely; know hut few, 
and what I may fay In regard to these 
several leeds, Is what I believe to be true 
based on my own expeiionce and my ob- 
servation, and knowledge gained from 
others. 


"I wish to pay my respects to sbock 


corn by baying that I believe It Is the best 
single feed on which to fatten a bnnub of 
cattle, and when fed under cover with 
plenty of bags following, it is an eco- 
nomical way to feed, but with bogs, it is 
an extravagant way, especially if the flat- 
tie ere young and the corn big. The 
man who is afraid of work won't much 
enjoy feeding a large bunch of cattle 
through the winter entirely on'chock

PRACTICAL CATTLE FEEDING, 


CULTURE OF CELERY, 


Superintendent E. A. Qastman Tells 


the Farmers How It Should 


fcs Done. 


Superintendent E. A. Oastman read an 


•jcollent paper on. the subject, "Tha 
CiiltLw of Celery." Mr. Oastman said: 
Ihe ground should bo made very rich 
with well rotted manure. In my experi- 
ence I have not been able to make tbe 
g-cniDd too rich. It will be well to begin 
too [reparation in the fall. Plow as deep 
01 potsihle or better still spude to the 
d e m h o f i a u r 18 Inches. If a supply of 
well r itred manure is not at hand tbe 
had m,iy ba covered with from three to 
,li iuclies of manure from the stable or 
«ow shed. In planting the seed should 
bj sown early in April in carefully pre- 
pared beds. It will bo well to make the 
rows eight or ten Inohei apart so that 
IOIIM will bj room enough to use a hoe in 
keeping down the weeds. The seed ii 
•null and germinates very slowly. Jt 
willu.it appear above the ground In lees 
th.ui uliout three weeks. If the season Is 
tery cry tho seed will probably not grow 
at all. On tho other band if thera c-mes 
a tmrd beating rain and the grourd be- 
on am cemented the plants cannot force 
I i-lr way tbrough this crmt and the crop 
will be ruined. I have found that both 
et 11-0=0 difficulties can be avoided by OPV- 
irip,,! the seed beds wltb old leaves of oar- 
poung or matting which will keep tbe 
ground moist and soft. The plants will 
cesd no special attention, except to keep 
the weeds down and to itir the ground 
occasionally. It will bo well to ollii the 
wns cva-y two or three weeks and thus 
make tbo plants strong. They will be 
ready to transplant from the seed beds 
about June 15, but this may be done at 
•ny time up to the 1st of August. Tbe 
twund should be thoroughly prepared 
and the rows should be Irom four to flve 
fool apart and the plants ket from eight to 
ten loches apart. In wb»t is known H 
tl«B now cult process the plants ere set in 
raws six inches apart, With aepaceotlS 
inches between tbo double rows. This 
Plan is to be used where land Is very 
«owoe and blgb, and It requires on abund- 
ant supply of water to make it a success.

PROFITS ON HORSES, 


Dr. C. C. Mills Read a Paper Which 


Contained Valuable Information. 


"The Horse" wai the subject of a pa- 


per read by Or. C. C. Mills. Tbe speaker 
said that he would speak of the particular 
phase of the torse question which per- 
tained to the raising of horses for profit. 
He said that there were two classes of per- 
sons who gained profit from borsei, those 
who received a profit from tbe pleasure 
derived and those who received a money 
profit. For eoveral years past the coun- 
try baa bean suffering^ wltb a demoral- 
ized horse market and the only profit de- 
rived was that of experience and the only 
way to strike a balance was to profit by 
tbe experience gained. Some farmers 
had lost sight of tbe fact that merit and 
quantity was important in borec raising. 
Good borsea could now be easily disposed 
of not at tbe old time exorbitant prices 
but »t a fair rate. Too many horses had 
been raised which were of a poor grade 
and were not adapted to any special line 
of work. The first essential feature for 
successful horse raiting Isthettheman 
must bB adapted to the work and roust 
bavo a liking for horses. Another im- 
portant step is the preparation of the 
premises on an economical basis. First 
get the Individual horse that Is worth 
something and he will be worth oaring 
for. 
The food question must be consid- 


ered on the cheapest feedwhloh will bring 
about the best results must be aacd. The 
speaker said that the horse noan must al-, 
ways bear in mind tbe fact that there was 
no profit In scanty or poor food. Another 
Important fact mentioned was the srieo 
turn of the breed. Nearly every breed ha» 
one particular work for which It is in- 
tended; most breeds being intended for 
either draft, carriage driving and speed or 
saddle horaei. Dr. Mills said that he 
thought that for tbe former the draft 
h,r» was tBe most practicable. Too 
much had. been wasted on tbo standard 
bred h«se. The draft; liorse was always 
a ready teller and it was well adapted for 
tbe work on the farm. A colt of three 
f an old conld do remuneratlM work on 
tbe tarm nntll It was fit tor sale In the 
general market. In no case should any 
but full blood s!r*s be need. Farmers 
hwr of the sale of a faet horse for from 
|600 to $10,000 and think that they may at 
well raise each hones. They will work

interesting Address by J Q. Imboden 


on an Important Question. 


One of the most important papers of 


tbe Institute and one which was of great 
interest to the farmers was delivered this 
afternoon by J.O. Iniboden on the subject 
" Practical Cattle Feeding." Mr. Imbo 
den spokn as follows: 


"Owing to fte scarcity and high prices 


now prevailing for stock and feeding oat- 
tle, and also from what I believe is a fact, 
that the average feeder Is not getting an 
average of flve pounds on his cattle for 
each bnsbel of corn fed. The subject ol 
feeding cattle for profit is row attract- 
ing a great deal of attention. 


"feeding for profit need not much con- 


cern the man who owns bis farm, is out 
of debt and has money to buy his oattle. 
But with the renter, the man who I' 
struggling to get ont of debt and pay for 
a farm, and the feeders who as most of us 
must borrow money to buy cattle, core 
and bogs, the question of profit !» on im- 
portant one. 


I am feeding oattle and hogs tor two 


reasons. One is, I like the business and 
expect to continue In it; the other is for 
profit, but I don't have to tell the feeders 
h-.re presont that the profits in feeding 
oattle tho past few years have been verj 
small, you all know it, and feeding op- 
erations this winter I think will be no 
exception to the rule. But our profits 
have been juet as larjge as have the profits 
of our merchants' In business here in De- 
catnr. 


"We have bad and always will have 


thU advantage over the merchant. Onrs 
Is* cash business. We nan convert our 
cattle and bogs Into cash any day we de- 
sire to ssll at their market^value. I have 
only a small farm of 120 anai. I feed 
about 100 cattle and 1EU hogs each year, 
buy all my cat'le, raise tbe bogs and buy 
nearly all Ihe oorn I feed. I raise about 
GO acres of corn each year and out it all 
up. 


"A system of handling and Ceding a 


bunch of cattle that Is practical for one 
feeder may not be, practical for another. 
'A thing Is not puotlnal unless It can be 
: accomplishedjwltb the available mean's or 
' resources. Tba fattening of a bunch of 
' oattle entirely on (buck corn may be prac- 
ttoal for tbo feeder wno raises all bis oorn, 
but the feeder wha buir his corn most 
feed It In tome other form, and the form 
In which this oorn should be fed for tbe 
most satisfactory gain and profit wll< de- 
prnd on m«ny things. Oae feeder be- 
lieve* in shook eorn, another ear oora, ou- 


abelM, another earn and fob meal.

"Wbilo a great believer in the merits of 


shook corn, I believe that cattle fattened 
entirely on It will romctimes oat too 
tnnoh fodder for the heFt results. I know 
many good fiedars will not agree with wo 
in this, and among them Is my friend Mr 
riatnuel Weaver. Mr. Weaver is theclos 
eat observer of animal Hie in all Its forms 
of any aian I ever knew. He notes their 
hab<ts, their likes and dislikes, and eeoms 
to forget nothing, and in support cf his 
position that cattle fattened entirely on 
shook corn will not eat too much fodder 
oe recalls a bunch of cattle he fattened 
entirely on shock corn. They got verj 
fut, yet they oa". all the fodder, clean and 
instead of cleaning their boies of fodder 
they would haul out clean shucked corn 
(hat the cattle had left. 


'•We all know that such Instances or 


the rare exception, and I believe that as 
rule ear or shelled oorn substituted fa 
purt of the sbnok corn will give better re 
suits, especially at the latter end of tb 
feeding. I find that one shook of goo 
oarn sixteen bills square each day, will 
afford sufficient roughness fur £0 steers. 
[ am now feeding three shocks to 71 cut- 
tle with a small shook of cane 'eorgnutu' 
every other day, and every other day a 
little clover hay or mowed oats. 


"If you have never raised or fed any 


Forghum I wish jou would try a small 
pitch of it next summer, onil if you are 
not pleased with the results after fording 
It, I will be very much surprised, I think 
one aore^ed with other feed will bo as 
valuable as two acres of corn. 


'Ear corn is fed in greater quantities 


for fattening cattle than corn In any other 
form and cattle will get very fat on ear 
jorn with very little rougbm>s«, and I 
have bought tctoral bunches of fat cattle 
tbat were fattened entirely on far corn 
and some very extensive feeders feed little 
or no rocgbneas. While not advocating 
this system it simply goes to show that 
fattening cattle does not require as much 
roughness as many suppose. Most feeders 
who have fed shelled corn have been 
pleased with the results, and when eeli- 
leeders ore Ufe1 it Is a very convenient 
and economical way of feeding, and with 
shook corn or other fodder for rougbrcs* 
oattle will fatten very fast. I have a self- 
feeder in the barn that holds 1008 bushels 
of shelled corn, and I know when there 
li corn pat in this feeder, tho oattle can 
and will feed themselves till the last 
bushel Is all gone. 


"I like oorn and cob meal for about the 


first 60' days tben I would substitute, if 
I wlsb»d to finish the oat'le on dry faed, 
shelled or ear corn 
Cattle, after they are 


on feed 68 days, will not eat many corn 
o vbi If they can help It, the bulk of the 
oob§ In a busbel of corn about equals the 
bulk ef the shelled oorn. I think It is not 
be«t to compel a steer to eat a bushel of 
corn cobs that he maygget a bushel of 
grain. 


"Cattle fed corn and cobmial will need 


very lltlle if any roughness, and I belleie 
the reason that corn and cob meal does 
not give better results Is that cattle are 
fed too ranch roughness with It. 


"Where there are nn bogs, onrn and 


cob meal fed through a self-feeder is prof 
liable. I think it Is aim a profitable feed 
for young cattle, and all oattle that ar» 
put on grass. I tbluk cattle will do bet- 
ier on th« grass coming from a corn and 
cob diet than they will coming from a 
more condensed gati> diet. 


I have bad hot little experience feed- 


ing on grass, hot I do know that for cat- 
tle to make the most »tiifactory growth 
and- gain on grats thty tbould not have 
too much corn before taking tb* eras*. 
It doe* not pay to tarn fat osttle on grai 
without feed rod If your cattle ore rli • 
wh*a graes oome-, and you would Ilka to 


"I have"1 bad some experience In feed- 


ng soaked'corn, and am very much pleas- 
el with It, and I firmly believe that toak- 
ng cither shelled 
or ear corn increases 


s feeding value 20 per oect, and I would 
rge every feeder here to give soaked coin 
trial. 
"While at the Illinois state fair last fall 
became Interested in the extravagant 
aims a gentleman made lor cooked oorn. 


He, of course, was selling a food conker. 
He claimed that an average bunch of cat- 


e fed one pock of cooked oorn a day 


would make an average gain of 75 to 100 
onnds a month and in snpport of his 
lalm he offered to sell bis cooker with a 
uarantee that one peck of cooked corn 
sould make an average gain of two and 
ne-balf pounds or ten pounds from each 
nsbel of corn. While not believing all 
bat be claimed for cooked corn I was In- 
erested and thought I would get the 
ooker be bad =t the fair. 
We exchanged 


ovoral letters In regard to tho matter, 
tut did not make a trade. I decided to 
give cooked corn a trial by feeding 40 
rearling steers. I constructed a cooker 
and began feeding cooked shelled oorn 
December 20. By January 1 the steers 
srere on full feod. Thirty-seven of these 
teers are Toxans and the other three just 
air natives. The Texas yearlings aver- 
aged just 600 pounds January 1, and tbe 
tbron natives 817 pounds. During tbo 
month of January all they could or would 
o it was seven bushels of shelled corn per 
doy measured. 
This seven bushels, after 


cooking, measured 16 bushels. The steers 
:o'e fed nine bushels at 8 p.m. and seven 
bushels at 7 a. m., and a feed cf shock 
fodder or a little olovor bay at noon. 'I be 
40 yearlings wero again weighed January 
81, a trial of 80 days, and 87 of them av- 


iged 653 pounds and tho other three 8'i3 


pounds, making an 
average of B3M 


pounds In 30 days, or 69 2-3 pounds per 
(lay for the forty head, jnst a fraction 
less than 10 pounds for each bushel of 
corn consumed. This is tbo best gain on 
cattle I ever made for the amount of cum 
fed 
But this trial Is too short to satisfy 


mo of the merits of cooked corn. 


"It seems to me that these 40 steers 


«bosld eat mora than seven bushels of 
corn per Day and If I can get them to eat 
right bushels per day through February 1 
shall do it 
I shall certainly keep tbef 


on cooked corn as long as they are doing 
well. A11 feed It given the sto^k in tbe 
barn and when the weather Is favorable 
they are let in a small yard a few hours 
each day. 


"I have in the barn 71 other steers, 


moatly two year olds and of a fair qual- 
ity. 
They 
weighed November 6 Qlfl 


pounds and on January 1 averaged 1050 
pounds, an avoragi- gain of 120 pounds In 
65 days 
They wnlghed January SI 1128 


pc.unde, an average gain o' 68 pounds in 
"0 dajs, about eix pounds gain for ench 
bushel of oorn fed. These cattlo are fed 
shook corn wltb some sorgbnm and very 
little clover hay and mowed oats. They 
nave at all times access to self-feeders of 
shelled corn, yet they ore fed apd will 
clean up about four bushels of car oorn 
hroken in a trough each day. 


"With corn worth less than 15 cents 


per bushel I doubt the proflt of feeding 
oil cake or bran, yet I shall FOOD begin 
feeding some corn and cob meal with a 
little oil cake and bran and when It quits 
freezing will give some soaked corn. You 
can see that I ara not partial to any one 
feed, but believe in a variety fed under 
oover in a practical and economical man- 
ner. In conclusion I would say that 
whatever the bulk of tbe feed may be, add 
a little of soir.etbing else for variety but 
avoid ell sadden and radical changes. 
Make the mcst possible out of what tho 
farm will produce and If cattle are rank- 
ing satisfactory gains for feed consumed, 
buy notblna else, but if they are not do- 
ing as well as you have reason to expect, 
and tbe prices will justify, feed some oil 
cite or bran. 
While bran is not mncb in 


Itself it Is a great aid in tbe digestion and 


Jation of stronger feeds. By the 


best quality of feeding cattlo you can 
nod. The best w« can find now are none 
too good. 
Also remember that tbe 


younger the steer of the right quality 
that you feed tbe greater the geln will be 
per bnsbel of corn conninea. If yon do 
feed common oattle get them of good age 
and they will generally get very fat on 
plenty of corn. 


"In regard to dehorning cattle. While 


I believe tbe result obtained justifies tbe 
taking off of the hornn, it is a very severe 
and painful operation and costs more In 
the way of shrinkage than most persons 
ore will ng to admit. I think cattlxfoc PM* 
ture, especially in hot weather, when the 
files are very bad will do better with their 
horns on, but at the water trough, on tbe 
rood, in tbe fued lot and In tbe ear I want 
them off. I like the color of a good steer 
If I nave a rjreffrnooe It Is for a red roan 
aibet«emthe Hereford Angus and tb 
Shorthorn. The Hereford! will as a ml 
I taink fatten factor tkan eUbtr the An 


gm or Shorthorn. Fed together thejr 
seem to riptn eooner. hot with me bov» 
not camed aj fast or weighed u heavy. 
The Angus are good feeders and wlU 
stand fa 1 feeding longsr without getting 
patchy than iltber Herefords or Short* 
boros. Ihe? are a think fleshed breed and 
It will tako longer to ripen that fleih than 
(he Htrefords, but when rip* they an 
good sellers, great weighers, both alive 
and dead, and the quality of their flesh U 
all right. In regard to the Shorthorns E 
will say that the right tind an ai good 
as either Herefoids or ADKUI. The best 
representative" of each breed will cons- 
pare favorably with one anotha, and 
none but a prejudiced person will claim 
that their's Is the only breed." 


At the conclusion of Mr. Imbodcn's ad- 


dress there vtas a general discussion OB 
the question of feeding cattlo and many 
of the farmers gave valuable points In re- 
gard to their experiences In that lino.

WAYS OF INDIAN CRIMINALS. 
BoMwrr by the IMeo*Dr««.Reduced 


to • Fine Art. 


Judging from a passage in an inter- 


esting report on the police administra- 
tion of the centra! provinces, which has 
just been issued, it would appear that 
while introducing western methods of 
government into Asia we have also 
brought into the east some of the 
choicest growths of western crime. It 
la recorded that nt Khandwa a guileless 
coolie employed on tbe waterworks was 
oecoated by a fiiendly fakir, who ex- 
pressed a desire to see what govern- 
ment rupees were like. The unsuspect- 
ing innocent handed over n couple ol 
' specimens to the fakir, who dexterous- 
ly substituted two false coins for them 
when handing them back. Surely this 
is an oriental version of the old fa- 
miliar "confidence trick," which is 
played in various forms in the purlieus 
of London every day! But in (his in- 
stance the coolie was able to turn the 
tables on his deceiver. lie did not dis 
cover the fraud for some time after 
and when he found he had been dupet 
he "lay low and said nuffln." One day he 
again met tbe fakir, who this time 
asked for change for a rupee. 
He 


promptly seized the holy man and gave 
him into custody, and a false rupee be- 
ing found in the fakir's possession he 
was deprived of his liberty for the space 
of two years. 


Hut the pages of the criminal records 


of the central provinces also contain ex- 
amples of numerous crimes which are 
peculiar to the east For instance, at 
Jubbulpore recently a man felt highly 
indignant at the severe treatment he 
had received at the hands of his land- 
lord. Accordingly he seized his own 
child by the legs ond dashed it on the 
ground. Killing it instantly, in the be- 
lief, it is supposed, that its blood would 
be on the head ot his persecutor. Such 
nppalling attempts to secure revenge 
by vicarious sacrifice are, happily, un- 
known to the western world nowadays. 


Dacoitics, of course, form a prom- 


inent feature in the report, and in ttt 
least two instances clever captures, of 
dangerous gang> were effected by the 
police. Kobberies after administering 
drugs, though by no means unknown 
in Europe, are practiced in a far more 
systematic manner in India. One par- 
ticularly daring offender was brought 
to justice in the central provinces last 
year. He "wandered about the dis- 
trict poisoning people right ant! left," 
nnd afterward relieving them of their 
belongings. His usual method was to 
strike up an acquaintance ivith a trav- 
eler, and surreptitiously to introduce 
drugs into the food. His most bare- 
faced exploit was carried out right in 
the center of the market place at Hin- 
ganghat, where he drugged the mm 
with dhatnra and got clear away with 
their valuables. 


The Hinganghat outrage, however, 


was his last, for his career as a prib- 
oner came to an end directly af tcrwart! 
in a remarkable manner. In his dis 
guise of respectable traveler be haJ 
driven around the Wardha district in 
a cart drawn by a pair of bullocks. 
After the robbery in the market place 
he appears to have concluded that he 
had accumulated enough spoils to war- 
rant him in retiring into private life 
and he disappeared, leaving his cart be- 
hind him. A constable drove the con- 
vryance round the district seeking the 
owner. 
While or his wanderings he 


came to a place called Khapri, and as he 
was passing through it u woman rushed 
out of a house and declared that the 
bullocks belonged to her husband. The 
constable discreetly retorted that they 
now belonged to his uncle, and quietly 
went to an adjacent railway station and 
telegraphed to his inspector, who came 
by the next train. By a singular coin- 
cidence the poisoner joined the same 
train at a wayside elation and on alight- 
ing at the point nearest his native vil- 
lage he was recognized by the inspector 
owing to a curioua bracelet he wore. 
He had the proceeds of the robberies in 
his possession nnd his wife's innocent 
exclamation will cost him 14 years' im- 
prisonment. 


It was only to be expected that, as a 


result of the widespread distress in 
tae central provinces, there should have 
been a great increase in grain rob- 
beries. The reports show that the 
many cases o-f grain looting which oc- 
curred were not the work of dangerous 
criminals, but of starving- people, 
driven to break the law by their des- 
perate condition. One proof of this 
is that, as a rule, very little personal 
violence was offered by the looters. In 
»iew of the exceptional nature of the 
situation the great bulk of the offend 
ers were, by the order of thechief com- 
missioner, summarily dealt with upon 
charges of unlawful assembly or com- 
mon theft, only ringleaders being 
placed upon their trial on graver 
charges.—Times of India.

traveler coukl go round the little end 
of the earth. In fact, none of the trips 
are strictly "tours of the world," btv 
cause they keep near the fortieth paral- 
lel of latitude. If one could reach the 
north pole where the end of the paral- 
lels are tucked in, one could catch hold 
of the pole and swing around it in a 
fraction ofasecond. There uouklke no 
east or west for him. for every direc- 
tion would be southerly, and the com- 
pass needle which "knocked the center 
plum out of the North star" would as- 
sume a vertical position. To really go 
around the. earth one must follow a 
great circle and make the full 27,000 
miles. Mark Twain's trip from here to 
Vancouver, thence to Australia, thence 
to India, thence to London, would be 
about as near an approximation to this 
as the present routes of travel allow, if 
only he would return to the starting 
point and complete his 
"swinging 


around the great circle."—Hartford

SHIPS TO GO 60 MILES AN HOUR. 
Antazice Speed to l>c Obtained by 


lining Tnrblncn. 


Since the Turbinia's famo'us run on 


the Solent, during the great naval re- 
view of June last, when she attained the 
very remarkable speed of 40 miles an 
hour, she has been Ij ing up at the Hen- 
ton works, Neweastle-on-Tyne, 
In a 


few days the Turbinia will go out on 
another trial, the object of which will 
be to test the reversing engines, with 
which dha is >now being fitted. One of 
the great disadvantages of the old Tur- 
binia was her inability to put astern 
except at a very low speed, three knots 
an hour being the utmost she could 
reach. Now, however, she will be capa- 
ble of steaming astern ten knots an 
hour, a special reversing turbine hav- 
ing been fitted into her since the naval 
icvicw. 


This extra turbine, it was explained, 


does not add much to the weight of the 
vessel, and tilie opinion was expressed 
that such extra turbine will have to be 
carried in (ill ships of the future that 
rarry rotary instead of reciprocating 


In the engine-room of the Turbinia 


thereare three rotary turbines, through 
which the steam passes in turn and goes 
iirough a cjcle of most complete ex- 
pansion. The enormous rate at which 
the turbines revolve necessitates (three 
propeller shafts, each fitted with three 
screws. These revolve at some 2,200 
resolutions n minute, and it would seem 
that this rapidity makes the turbine 
specially applicable to ship projfulsion, 
though it has hitherto proved a disad- 
vantage in the application of this new 
system to dynamo driving, traction, 
etc. 


Mr. Parsons, builder of the Turbinia, 


stated that he did not intend to go in 
for shipbuilding He will content him- 
self with constrneting the turbines. It 
was evident that we were on the brink 
of a new era in marine locomotion, for 
one heard on all sides of a state of un- 
certainty in shipping and marine cir- 
cles, shipbuilders hesitating before com- 
mencing the construction of any more 
vessels of the old type till they saw 
whether the new type would really hold 
the field. Questioned as to th* speed 
which it would be possible to attain in 
rotary engired ships, Mr. Parsons said 
it was merely a qnestion of tlhe size of 
the turbine. Speeds of 40, 50. 60 and 
even more miles an hour would, hecon- 
siderfd, not be impossible.—Chicago 
Chronicle.

AT A JAPANESE SUPPER. 


lllcelr Served. Bot Occidental* Fem».» 


It Difficult to Bat. 


Perhaps at this season of universal 


merry-making an account of a Japan- 
ese feast will not be amiss. Last De- 
cember a jolly party of eight Americans 
went to the Maple club, the Delmonico's 
cf Tokio. The chaperon of nhe party, 
knowing well the peculiarities of Japan- 
ese cooking, suggested that it would be 
well to dine beforehand at home, as 
there conld be absolutely nothing we 
could eat. Our jinriklshas were or- 
dered for eight o'clock. Prompt to the 
minute the faithful coolies were at 
the door. A lighted paper hung from 
the shafts of eacn vehicle, for every 
"riksha" man is compelled by law to 
carry one. 
Witlb a shout the men were 


off, calling and laughing as they raced 
along the dark country roads. Some- 
times the last "were first in the merry 
chase. Heavy people have usually two 
men to pull tnrjdcm and one to push the 
"rikshas." At the door of the club- 
house we were greeted by the smiling 
little waitress in gay-colored kimonos, 
silk robes, who took our wraps and 
shoes. 


In our stocking feet we climbed the 


polished stairs, and. passing rooms di- 
vided by eliding s^rc-ens where other 
dinner parties were going on, came to 
the room reseri ed for us. 
Dainty mats 


covered tine floors, and here, let me say, 
referring to the size of a room, where 
we would dcscriho its dimensions as IS 
feet square, the Japanese would term 
it a six-mat room. As the "tabi," or 
cloth stockings, arc the only footgear 
coming in contact with the mat, it re- 
mains clean and unbroken. Silk cush- 
ions were arranged in a semi-circle 
on the floor two or three inches thick, 
and perhaps 20 square. We were not 
adepts in the native custom of sitting 
on one's feet. Two of the men squatted 
Turk fashion, and uc ladies changed 
our position in ratlicr a restless manner 
from time to time. 


Immediately on our arrival tapper 


iwas served on tiny lacquer tables. We 
had first soup to be eaten with dhop 
sticks. It was a problem how to handle 
these instruments, but we succeeded in 
spearing mushrooms at the bottom of 
the bowl. Next came raw fish with a 
•strange sauce, nnd then boile3 rice, 
looking—so nieelv was it cooked—like 
a pile of snowflakep. 
Between each 


course, "saki," the nntive drink, was 
passed arnund. It is distilled from bar- 
ley and rice, n-id is slid to contain a 
s'nall percentage of alcohol. We were 
o1Tc 
ri?d persimmon^, which the 
little 


waitresses pared w i t h theirdcft fingere, 
and a pretly box of sv.-ccls was given 
us to faltp homo, containing jelly, cake 
pud candies in the rl'iape of maple 
leaves to inntch I'IP season. The little 
maids sat in front of us ready to render 
any serviee. Their T^rglish was very 
limited. Thrv told us their names, 
whie! seemed to tis very 
fanciful— 


"Snmv," "Cherry IV.ossom" and "Chrys- 
anthemum." Thov smilcrl and blushed 
,it the 
compliments showered upon 


them. Whole chapters linve been writ- 
ten about the Japanese smile. A <<iop- 
keeper smiles nnrl hnws as pleasantly to 
the visitor who Imvs rothing as to the 
purchaser of many costly 
curios. 


"Snow" and "Cherry Blossom" told us 
theira^esas 10 and 18; but they scarcely 
looked 12 years old. so calm and serene 
were their faces. They were immense- 
ly interested in our "dress and jewelry, 
handling our rin.^s with great awe.

The kola nuts contain-over two per cent, 
of caffeine. They are claimed to lack 
the tendency of coffee and cocoa to 
en-ate biliousness, and that of tea to 
cause nervous excitability, wfcile being 
far more nutritious than any of the 
three.
